The remarkable mocihie of used 
automobiles sold by dealers, in pro- 
portion to the new qars sold is fe- 
vealed by figures recently compiled 
by the National Association éf Fi- 
nance Companies. Although the to- 
tal.number of’ retail sales recorded 
by manufacturers in 1929 was only 
4,612,864, there were actually 10,214,- 
064 cars and trucks sold during the 
year. 

Used cars in 1929 thus amounted to 
approximately 120 per cent of new 
car sales. The proportion of used car 
sales to néw car sales has been climb- 
ing steadily every year. In 1919 used

Power naval conference in London, England. That satisfaction ts all the 
greater, and the feeling of relief more pronounced, because of the many 
predictions freely made during the progress of the conference that its 
results would be nil, and quite abortive in the realization of ne hopes in 

which it was conceived. 

Becausé there were many conflicting viewpoints to be reconciled, many 
difficulties to be overcome, and the conference ran on month after month, 
the pessimists told an anxiously awaiting world that nothing would be} 
accomplished because noth‘ng could be; that the nations were still so 


est degree; that the old game was still being played with each nation trying 
to get some advantage at the expense of others. ; 


powers, the dire prophecies of the pessimists have been proven foundation- 
less. Instead, the splendid optimism, the unfaltering patience and courage 
of Ramsay MacDonald have triumphed, and a great forward step taken | 
along the road to permanent world peace. 

After a world war lasting more than four years, why should people 


the naval conference before a solution was found? 

The British Commonwealth of Nations, the United States of America, 
and the Empiré of Japan have found themselves whereby they undertake to 
reduce their naval armament and expenditures and voluntarily impose 
restrictions on themselves. The number, size and armament of ships of war 


all five powers agree that information will be given to each. by all the 
others “of vessels it is building” in replacement of obsolete; abandoned and 
destroyed ships. This is not preparation for war, but for the maintenance 
of, peace. 

But the great achievement of the conference is not to be found so much 
in the actual reductions decided,upon, or the limitations of actions volun- 
tarily assumed, as it is in the established fact that the policy of friendly 
consultation between nations has been given an impetus which will un- 
doubtedly grow. This more than anything else must fill the world with 
hope for the future. 

The coriference has also established beyond all possibility of dispute that, 
no matter how. far the leaders of a nation may be prepared to go in the 
matter of disarmament, they can only proceed as far as public opinion at 
home will support them in going. The belief is general that the conference 
would have gone to even greater lengths in disarmament had the various 
representatives there felt assured of support at home, and that their very 
willingness jto make concessions would not be used to overthrow the whole 
project when referred for final’ ratification by their national assemblies. 

_. The great lesson of the conference for all peace-loving people is, there- 
fore, the vital necessity of an awakened and informed public opinion in 
every land on the awful subject of war and preparation for war, rather 
than preparation for peace. Once again has it been demonstrated by this 
naval conference that no Government can move very far in advance of 
public opinion, no matter how laudable may be the motives by which it is 
inspired or praiseworthy the object sought to be attained. 7 

It is the rank and file, the great mass of the people who must enti 
peace-minded. It is the masses who must be informed and taught to shed 
their suspicions and animosities. "The more ardent advocates of peace the 
peoples of all nations become, the more quickly will their recognized leaders 
and responsible statesmen write those wishes into solemn agretments and 
binding ‘treaties. 

Canadians, perhaps more than any other people in the world, have 
cause for thankfulness and rejoicing in the reaching of a naval understand- 
ing between the British Commonwealth, the United States and Japan. We 
are part and parcel of the British Commonwealth, while our nearest neigh- 
bors are the United States and Japan. With the former we have much in 
common, while with the latter by reason of our geographical position we 
must have ever increasing intercourse. Futhermore, any misunderstanding 
between the United States and Japan could hardly fail to react with injury 
to us. That all are in accord is cause for deep gratification in Canada,
